“Cannot Accept Captaincy 
and Retain Self-Respect,” 
Says Beavers—H opkins 
and Key Issue Statements.

James L. Reavers, suspended chief of 


police, was Tuesday afternoon demoted 
to the office of captain by the police 
commission at an afternoon adjourned 
session which had been agreed on 
efter the commission spent all of Mon- 
day night trying to feach an agree- 
ment. 

By a vote of seven to five the boare 
voted to demote Beavers to a captaincy, 
and following this action Captain W. M. 
Mayo, who has been acting chief since 
Beavers was suspended ten days ago, 
was elected chief by a vote of nine to 
three. Captain Poole received three 
votes... 

Beavers definitely announced that he 
would this morning proffer to the po- 
lice commission a formal refusal of 
the captaincy that has been tendered, 
and, in taking this course, he declared 
that it was in the preservation of a 
principle that he deemed greater than 
the office itself. He announced that a 
ecard to the public would be issued 
latr, setting forth in detail the rea- 
sons for his action. 


BEAVERS’ 
STATEMENT. 


‘In view of the character of the fight 
that has been made upon me because 
of the fact that I have enforced the 
law and kept my oath of office,” was 
the statement he dictated to The Con- 
stitution man, “I cannot accept the 
position of captain and retain my self- 
respect, as the principles involved are 
far greater than the holding of any 
office. 

“In due time I will publish a card 
putting the public in full possession 
of the reasons for this action.” 

Neither Beavers nor any of his at- 
-torneys would speak definitely of their 
fature plans.: They did _é intimate, 
though, that the Beavers faction would 
not sit idle and permit the former 
chief to remain out of the civic run- 
ning. James L. Key, chief counsel for 
Beavers, stated in reply to a question 
that he never divulged his plans for 
future legal action, but advised the 
public‘to maintain a “watchful wait- 
ing’ attitude in the police situation. 


KEY MAKES 
STATEMENT. 


“It is, however, he said, “a shame 
that a man should be decapitated be- 
cause he has done his duty and con- 
.gpcientiously fulfilled the oath of his 
office—more especially a man of the 
- caliber of Beavers, honest, _ sincere, 
plain and painstaking. 

“If Beavers had not been that sort of 
man I would not have defended him. 
‘ He is my ideal as a chief of police, and 
there was not a semblance of evidence 
to prove inefficiency. He is efficient. 
Furthermore, he is as honest as the 
days are long, and he has been of in- 
comprehensible value to Atlanta’s mu- 
nicipal progress and welfare.” 

On the other hand, though, Attorney 
Charles Hopkins, counsel for the board 
of commissioners, stated last night 
that there was no avenue through 
which the Beavers adherents could op- 
pose the action of the board. He said:

The situation of these bills was re- 
garded as very dangerous because of 
the fact that the attorneys for the 
North Georgia Mineral Railway com- 
pany, which proposes to parallel the 
Western and Atlantic, had agreed to 
withhold demand for their charter 
only until this assembly should have 
had time to act tpon the matter. Any 
action of an extra session, therefore, 
would not affect the claims of the 
North Georgia company for its char- 
ter.

by volume at sixty (60) degrees Fahrenheit, 
or any other liquids, liquors or beverages 
manufactured or sold, or otherwise disposed 
of, for beverage - purposes containing said 
amount of one-half.(%) of one (1) per cent 
of alcohol or more, and any intoxicating 
bitters or beverages, by whatever name 
called; but this inhibition shall not include, 
And nothing herein shall. affect, the social 
serving of such liquors and beverages in 
private residences in ordinary social inter- 
course, 

Section 2. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm, association or corporation, 
directly or indirectly, to keep or maintain, 
or in any manner to aid or abet in keeping 
or maintaining any of the following places, 
which are hereby declared to be unlawful 
drinking places and common nuisances: (1) 
any place or resort where the liquors or 
beverages mentioned in section 1 of this act, 
or amy of them, are kept to be drunk upon

and may be abated by writ of injunction 
issued out of the superior court upon a bill 
filed by the state attorney general, 
solicitor’ general of the circuit, or 
citizen or citizens of such county, 
to be filed in the county in which 
nuisance exists. And all rules of 
and the practice and procedure that pertain 
to proceedings in equity generally in this 
state may be invoked and applied in any 
injunction procedure hereunder.

TO GET THE CATTLE GROWERS. 

When the Southern Cattle Men’s associa- 
tion meets in Birmingham this month it 
will be attended by an Atlanta delegation 
headed by R. M. Striplin, manager of the 
Southeastern fair of this city, which will go 
there armed with official and private invi- 
tations urging that organization to hold its 
1916 convention in Atlanta. 

This invitation will be signed by city, 
state and county officials, and backed by the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and other 
well-known civic organizations; and it will 
be sought to bring them here not only from 
a standpoint of advantage to the southern 
cattle men themselves, but with a view to 
lending more encouragement to the advance- 
ment and upbuilding of the cattle industry 
in this state. 

Because of what it means to Georgia to 
have this convention meet here and to have 
Georgians participate in its deliberations and 
hear its discussions, the chamber of com- 
merce and other institutions which are seek- 
ing to promote the cattle industry in Geor- 
gia are urging that every Georgian who is 
interested in this work should attend the 
Birmingham meeting and take a member- 
ship in the association. The cost is small 
compared with the advantages to be derived 
from it. The membership dues are only $2 
a year. The results attained for its mem- 
bers in the advancement of cattle-growing 
in the south. are many, many times that in- 
significant sum.

SEEN BY H. W. DAVIS, ATLANTA BANKER 


“Both the course of events and statistical 
information seem to indicate some continu- 
ance of the gain in vitality in industrial 
lines,” declared Henry W. Davis, vice presi- 
dent of the Lowry National bank, in an ad- 
dress on banking and business conditions 
at the semi-monthly meeting of the Rotary 
club, held at the Ansley hotel yesterday.

Ponderous Personages—Alex- 
andre Dumas. ‘¢

Alexandre Dumas was the Rubens of lt- 
erature. He lived sixty-seven years, and in 
that time produced more plays and books 
than a strong man could have written in the 
same time, using both hands. 

Dumas was the grandson of a West India 
mulatto woman—a fact which has caused 
earnest critics of the negro race to scratch 
their heads doubtfully many times. His 
grandfather was a French nobleman, 
from him Dumas inherited enough polish to 
break into the big league socially and be- 
come secretary to a duke at $240 a year and 
board. 

He was about twenty at this time. In 
1829, at the age of 26, he produced his first 
play. It netted him $6,000 and almost Aas 
much fame as he could acquire nowadays by 
making funny motions with his feet before 
a moving-picture camera. 

Dumas immediately wrote a dozen more 
plays and became rich and powerful. He 
built his own theater and also a country 
home on which he spent half a million francs. 
He wrote “The Count of Monte Cristo” and 
all France sat up waiting for the next in- 
stallment. He was the most successful of 
all writers and frequently had ten stories 
and a half dozen love affairs going at once. 

Year after year Dumas continued to turn 
out stories in incredible numbers. No maga- 
zine would selljwithout a Dumas story in it, 
and he accommodated them all. Finally a 
statistician of a nasty investigative disposi- 
tion made some calculations ‘and discovered 
that Dumas couldn’t be writing all of his

Other than works of entertaining fiction 
one must have a temporary curiosity or un 
abiding interest in a subjeet before he wiii 
pay the price for a book relating to that suvp- 
ject. It is easier to sell a lawyer a new book 
on some branch of his profession than to sell 
him a new work on the fine arts; and a 
teacher will sooner buy a new book on ped- 
agogy than the latest thesis on agriculture 
by irrigation.

Let us see, then, how the people treat the 
books that deal with religion and get a pret- 
ty strong pointer from that as to whether 
and how much they are interested in religious 
subjects.

Who can explain, except upon the theory of 
vital personal interest, why publishers, who 
are shrewd caterers to popular demand, could 
find purchasers for outputs of books on re- 
ligion and sociology so much larger than 
upon subjects generally thought more urgent 
and practical?

. To secure the 1916 convention of the 
Southern Cattlemen's asosciation for 
Atlanta, R. M. Striplin, manager of the 
Southeastern Fair association, will at- 
tend its sessionsin Birmingham August 
18-19, acompanied by prominent cattle- 
men and agriculturists of Georgia. This 
convention, which is a strong and 
Srowing organization doing much for 
the development of the cattle industry 
of the south along correct lines, has 
never met in Atlanta. Previous conven- 
tions of the association have been held 
in Memphis and Meridian. Birmingham 
won over Atlanta last year and the rep- 
resentatives from Georgia believe that 
the convention should assemble in the 
southeastern section next year. 

‘The Atlanta Convention bureau, the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and the 
Southeastern Fair association have al- 


ready made efforts to land the conven- | 


tion. Hundreds of replies from all sec- 
tions of the states whose cattle inter- 
ests are the asosciation’s concern have 
been received, stating that the new in- 
dustry of cattle raising in Georgia 
should receive the encouragement 
which the meeting of the association 
in this state would bring. 

Mr. Striplin has announced that in 
case the convention of the association 
can be secured for Atlanta in 1916 he 
will immediately begin arrangements 
for great sales of blooded cattle suit- 
able for the southern sections of the 
country to be held here as a feature of 
the convention. 

The Southern Cattlemen’s association 
was organized in 1913 at Montgomery 
Ala., to *jmulate the development of 
the cattle ‘industry in Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Flor- 
ida, Alabama, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas 
and Oklahoma by. securing cattle pro- 
ducers and shippers the widest and 
most competitive markets for 
stock. It proposes to protect the in- 
terests of the cattlemen of these states 
by securing the enforcement of ade- 
quate laws regulating the control and 
eradication of disease and to encourage 
cattle raising by obtaining equitable 
rates of freight and other charges for 
shippers. It also undertakes to encour- 
age a vigorous campaign agains the 
cattle tick in all infected sections.

of the old principles of blockade to the 
‘peculiar circumstances with which we

“IT need scarcely dwell,” wrote Sir 

| Edward, “‘on the obligations incumbent 
lupon the allies to take every step in 
‘their power to overcome their common 
‘enemy in view of the shocking viola- 
| tion of the recognized rules and princli- 
‘ples of civilized warfare of which he 
has been guilty during the present 
'struggzle.” 
' Sir Edward then refers to alleged 
atrocities in Belgium, poisoning of 
ePrice in German southwest Africa, use 
'of poisonous gases against the allied 
| troops in Flanders and finally the sink- 
ing of.the Lusitania, to show “how in- 
dispensable it is that we should leave 
unused no justifiable method of de- 
‘fending ourselves.” 


‘ALLIED BLOCKADE 
OF NEUTRAL PORTS. 


Coming down to the question of the 
allied blockade of neutral ports the 
note contanues: 

“In the various notes which I have 
received from your excellency the right 
of a belligerent to establish a block- 
ade of the enemy ports 1s admitted, a 
|right which has obviously no value 
‘gave in so far as it gives power to a 
| belligerent to cut off the sea-borne ex- 
ports and imports of his,enemy. The 
‘contention which I understand the 


United States government now puts for- 


} 


ward is that if a belligerent is so cir- 

| Ccumstanced that his commerce can ‘pass 
‘through adjacent neutral ports as 
easily as through ports in his own ter- 
'ritory, his opponent has no right to in- 
|terfere and must restrict his measures 
|of blockade in such a -manner as to 
|leaveé such avenues of commerce still 
open to his adversary. This is a con- 
‘tention which his majesty’s govern- 
iment feels unable to accept, and which 
|seems to them unsustainable either in 
|point of law or upon principle of in- 
; ternational equity. 

“They are unable to admit that a 
belligerent.violates any fundamental 
principle of international law by apply- 
ingg a blockade in stich a way as to 
cut off the enemy's commerce with for- 
eign countries through neutral orts, 
if the circumstances render suc an 
application of the principles of block- 
ade the only means of making it ef- 
fective. The government of the United 
States, indeed, intimates its readiness 
to take into account ‘the’ great 
changes which have ‘occurred in the 
conditions and means of naval war- 
fare since the rules hitherto governing 
legal blockad@ were formulated,’ and 
recognizes that ‘the form of close 
blockade with its cordon of ships in 
the immediate offing of the blockaded 
ports is no longer practicable in the 
face of an enemy possessing the means 
and opportunity’ to make an effective 
defense by the use of submarines, 
mines and aircraft.’ 

PRECEDENT SET 

BY UNITED STATES. 

, “The only question, then, which can 
arise, in regard to the measures re- 
sorted to for the purpose of carrying 
out a blockade upon these extended 
lines is, whether to use your excel- 
lency’s words, they ‘conform to the 
spirit and principles of the essence 
of the rules of war,’ and we shall be 
| whieh to apply this fest to the action 


' 


which we have taken insofar as it has 
necessitated interference with neutral 
commerce) | 

Sir Edward Grey then refers to the 
American civil war blockade of 8,000 
miles of coast with-a small number 
of vessels, and recalls how the United 
States finally took recourse to block- 
ading “‘neighboring neutral territory 
whic afforded convenient centers 
from which contraband could be in- 
troduced into confederate territory and 
from which blockade running could be 
facilitated.” 

“Your excellency will no doubt re- 
member,” wrote Sir Edward, “how, in 
order to meet this new difficulty, the 
old principles relating to contraband 
and blockade were developed and the 
doctrine of continuous voyage was ap- 
plied and enforced, under which goods 
destined for the enemy territory were 
intercepted before they reached the 
neutral ports from which they were 
to be re-exported. 

“The difficulties which imposed upon 
the United States the necessity of re- 
shaping some of the old rules are some- 
what akin to those with which the al- 
lies are now faced in dealing with the 
trade of their enemy. Adjacent to Ger- 
many are various neutral countries 
which afford her convenient opportuni- 
ties for carrying on her trade with 
foreign countries. Her own territories 
are covered by a network of railways 
and waterways, which enable her com- 
merce to pass as conveniently through 
‘ports in such neutral countries as 
‘through her own. 


LIMITED BLOCKADE 
WOULD BE USELESS. 


“A blockade limited to enemy ports 
would leave open routes by which every 
kind of German commerce could pass 
almost as easily as through the ports 
in her own territory. 

“Rotterdam is indeed the nearest out- 
let for some of the industrial districts 
of Germany. ... It seems accordingly, 
that if-it be recognized tnat a block- 
ade is in certain cases the appropriate 
method of intercepting the trade of 
an enemy country, and if the block- 
ade can only become effective by ex- 
tending it to enemy commerce passing 
through neutral ports, such an exten- 
sion is defensible and in accordance 
with principles which have met with 
general acceptance.” 

The note then refers to the case of 
the British ship Springbok, seized by 
United States cruisers during the civil 
war while bound for the British West 
Indies, because her ‘cargo, it was 


confederate states. The supreme court 
of®the United States sustained the seiz- 
ure against the condemnation of a 
group of prominent international law- 
yers, although the United States and 
British governments took the broader 
view and recognized the development 
of the older method of blockade. No 
protest was made by Great Britain 
TRYING TO AVOID 
NEEDLESS INJURY. 

“What is really important, in the 
general interest,” says the note, “is 
that adaptations of the old rules should 
not be made unless they are consistent 
with the general principle upon which 
an admitted belligerent right is based. 
lt is also essential that all unnecessary 
injury to neutrals should be avoided: 
With these conditions it may be safely 
affirmed that the steps we are taking 
,to intercept commodities on their way 
'to and from Germany fully comply. We 
are interfering with no goods with 
which we should not be entitled to in- 
terfere by bolckKade if the geographical 
‘position and the conditions of 
many at, present were such that her 
commerce passed through her own 
/ports. We are taking the utmost pos- 
sible care not to interfere with com- 
merece genuinely destined for or pro- 
; ceeding from neutral countries. Fur- 
| thermore, we have tempered the sever- 
ity with which our measures might 
press upon neutrals by not applying the 
rule which was invariable in the old 
| form of blockade, that ships and goods 
on their way to or from the blockaded 
area are liable to condemnation.” 


ONE PRINCIPLE 
FUNDAMENTAL, 

The note reviews at some length

DEFENSE IS MADE OF 
BRITISH PRIZE COURTS. 


In the supplemental note, which re- 
plies to the American caveat giving no- 
tice that the United States would not 
recognize the orders in council in lieu 
of international law, Sir Edward Grey 
Writes he does “not understand to what 
divergence of views as to the princi- 
ples of law applicable in cases before 
the prize court the government of the 
United States refers, tor I am not aware 
of any differences existing between the 
two countries as to the principles of 
law applicable in cases efore such 
courts.”’ 

Sir Edward compares the rules gov- 
erning British prize courts to the rules 


‘applied by American courts, referring

especially to the American case of the 
Amy Warwick before the United States 
Supreme court, where it was held that 
“prize courts are subject to the instruc- 
tions of their own sovereign. In the 
absence of such instructions their ju- 
risdiction and rules of decision are to 
be ascertained by reference to’ the 
known powers of such tribunals and 
the principles by which they are gov- 
erned under the public law and the 
practice of nations. It would appear, 
therefore, that the principles applied 
by the prize courts of the two coun- 
tries are identical.’ 

The supplemental note then proceeds 
to demonstrate the practicability of a 
prize court being governed by [nterna- 
tional law and at the same time by 
municipal law in the form of orders in 
council. It finally comes to the case 
of the Steamer Zamora in the present 
war, in which the British court de- 
clared: “The nations of the world need 
not be apprehensive that orders in 
council will emanate from the govern- 
ment of this country in such violation 
of the acknowledged laws of nations 
that it is conceivable that our prize 
tribunals, peer | the law of nations in 
reverence, woul feel called upon to 
disregard and refuse obedience to the 
provisions of such orders.” 


ARBITRATION 
AS LAST RESORT, 


Sir Edward then ‘points -out that the 
legality of the orders in council or of 
the measures taken under them have 
not yet been brought to a decision in 
a prize court, but he reminds the Unit- 
ed States that “it is open to any United 
States citizen whose claim is before 
the prize court, to contend that any or- 
der in council which ma affect his 
Claim is inconsistent with the principles 
of international law and is therefore 
not binding upon the court. If the 
prize court declines to accept his con- 
tentions, and if, after such a decision 
has been upheld on appeal by the ju- 
dicial committee of his majesty’s privy 
council, the government of the United 
States consider that there is serious 
ground for holding that the decision is 
incorrect and infringes the rights of 
their citizens, it is open to them to 
claim that it should be subjected to re- 
view by an international tribunal.” 

The Matamoros casés of the civil war 
then are cited to show that the United 
States supreme court held it had the 
right to reverse prize court decisions 
and that “there was no doubt of the 
jurisdiction of an international tribu- 
nal to review the decisions of the prize 
courts of the United States, where the 
ass igh alleging themselevs aggrieved 

ad prosecuted their appeals to the 
court of last resort. 

If the United States should be dis- 
satisfied with British prize court de- 
cisions as sustained bv the privy coun- 
cil, the British government is prepared 
to concert with the United States ‘“‘in 
order to decide upon the best way of 
applying the. principle to the ait- 
uation which would then have arisen.” 


AMERICAN DEMAND 
IN REGARD TO NECHES. 


To the American note in the case of 
the steamer Neches, which summarily 
demanded the expeditious release of 
the American owned goods detained un- 
der the orders in council, “the inter- 
national invalidity of which the gov- 
ernment of the United States regards 
as plainly illustrated by the present in- 
stance,’ Great Britain replied that 
“while these acts of the German gov- 
ernment continue (‘sinking neutral as 
well as British merchant ships irre- 
spective of destination or origin of 
cargo and without proper regard for 
safety of passengers or crews’), it 
seems neither reasonable nor just that 
his majesty’s government should be 
pressed to abandon the rights claimed 
in the British note and to allow 
goods from Germany to pass freely 
through waters effectively patrolled by 
British ships of war.” 

Great Britain offers, however, to 
make a special examination in the 
Neches case if hardship has ‘been in- 
flicted. | 

The British reply, in short, is @ 
declination to allow free passage to 
goods originating in Germany or a ter- 
ritory under German control. The gen-
